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INTRODUCTION 



I had neitlier tli« Ibrkvae dot miafbrtme of htmg bora in N«ir 
Englknd. I «*» the youngest of » fimnlj of flT« children, all of 
whom hut myself, were bom in Massachusetts. My father died the 
day I was IH tiionths of age, and wc have always been taught to 
apell, nnd pronounce the name Dunnei. When I wm in my 17th 
year, i was sent tu .MaBtiacbusetts, with a power of attorney, to 
ooUeet the division of an estate of one of my father's deceased 
iHTothen, and tlien, ibr the int time leaned that some of nj nndee 
and oonains apelled the name Pwinnel, and oihera Dnnnel. Thia 
discfepanoy in the manner of apeUing the name, made no difliionUj 
in court with the settlement of the eatale, for thej all piononooed 
it DiiiiiK 1, and thecefore it made little impieaaion npon my mind at 
that time. 

After my return to New Yorii, 1 cuquirud of my mother, and 
fbnnd she had knomi of Ihia ^acrepftncy from my father, who was 
baptized Dwinel. I have now hia ffiUe in my poeBeaaion, where he 
wiitaa hia name Heniy Jhnnel, AD., 1774, being then in hia 12th 
jmt. Still when he arrived at ago, he always wrote it Dnnnel, 
baoanae it waa so pironounced, and he knew it to be correct. 

Several years afterwards, 1 bad an opportnnify of revisitiiifr that 
part of Massachusetts, and then tor the iirsi timo, havinir a" intro- ' 
duction to an intelligent gentlemau iu his 85th year, who wa« an 
tntimatft ftiend of my grandftther and great grandfitther, and who 
lelSMrred me at onoe to their plaee of hiiih. This eiionmatanee 
esMted my onrioaity, and I oommenoed aearehing the reoovda of 
1 
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births in MMSBclraBetts, and ttadog back the ftmily, fovnd ih» 
desMiidftiita of t]i« fint muple in thia oonntry, iprmd OT«r tlie 

Eastern :iinl Middle States, to the number of neirlj a tfaousaod, 
from the official records, living near each other, and cren in the 
same small town, witlnmt a snspioinn of being dcfrendnnth- of tht 
same eoiiple. because of tlie Lrcat dissimilarity in the spelling. 

The lurm which was cultivated bj the original couple in 1660, is 
Still cttltiTAted in 1861 by their posterity, and has always been in 
the possession of the same ikmily. 

I haTO been surprised to find how few pteple in this oonntry care 
ti» kn<<w whether they ever had any great-grandfather, unless they 
could trace him to some robber duke, or baron bold, and thereby 
prove themselvt'? " dcireneratc sons of noble sires."' 

I had tradiiiuiib of the fathers offered me r)f the Macdouueb of 
iscotia, and O'Donnells of the Green Islo, of the Du tn n^^ of 
France, and the crest of die house to prove it, too. Bui having 
no ambition of that kind, I have eonllned my genealogieal obflerra- 
tions to strict natters of fiwt, which oonld be proved by perfeet and 
legal documents in any court in Christendom. 

From th('<c- 1 If irn tlicn' waH residinsr in tbf town of Topsficld, 
Essex county. .Ma.v-^., a I.iil:'' hirnlln iMcr. nwiiiiiLi l;iiid«i extending 
from 31iddleton to W cnhani. From whence came he 'f family tradi- 
tion always said France. Tlie Christian names of hiui&elf and his 
children favor that; bnt still he msy have been previonsly from 
Sootbmd or Ireland, the snmame woald indicate that, for Donnel or 
Dunnel are old Scotch and English names, veiy ancient, and at that 
time the orthography of the English language, especially in the 
artlr-lp of names, was singuljirly <lt fi( ierit. How he would have 
spelluil it himself, we can nut say, because he had not the hiil)it or 
custom of writing it himself, and like, some of King John's barons, 
merely affixed lus sign and seal to such docaments as his learned 
Boribe had written for him. Therefore, we ean easily aooonnt ibr 
some of the earliest papen saved by the &mily. a peifeot copy of 
smne of which I annex :

Esther IviehanlH Dwinel of Top.sfield, widow of J(»lm 
of same, and who d. there Oct. .'11, 1887, at the ttdvanccd 
ao^e of 101 yrs., 8 mo. and 10 days, and liad resided there 
upwards of ninety years, informed her granddau. (S. 
P. Dwinel), tbat Hichail, Jr., the doctor, had at ^fibrent 
times, seven wives, and when questioned as to whidi he 
fblt the strongest affection, replied "that he knew no dif- 
ference.*' 

This giving the old doctor the rapntalion of having had 

seven wives, was too severe* I should rather believe the 
old ladjr had a wealc memoiy; he had of a sttrety five 
wives, for we have them all here, and that was more than 

the reputation of any doctor (one should suppose) could 
endure, between the two home of the dilemma : That he 
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had either been little skilled in physiology to select such 
an unhealthy lot, or had made way witii tlieiii too liMtil]^ 
teemiumartem.
